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CRASH KILLS 
BRIDE-TO-BE 


A Kingston University student 
is still traumatised after being 
involved in a fatal smash which 
killed a friend, while they were 
on their way to Glastonbury. 

Claire Cordon, 26, was with her 
fiance Richard Paterson and her 
friend Gemma Parker when she lost 
control of her car and hit a lorry on 
the A303 near Warminster on 
Wednesday, June 25. 

The trip was supposed to celebrate 
the completion of Claire’s post¬ 
graduate teaching course at St 
Mary’s University, Twickenham. 
She had trained to teach geography 
and was eagerly anticipating begin¬ 
ning her new job at a Weybridge sec¬ 
ondary school this week. 

Heathside School headteacher 
Glyn Willoughby said: “Our 
thoughts and sympathies are with 
Claire’s family and relatives at this 
difficult time. 

“Our staff have been told this 
tragic news and all the staff who had 
the pleasure of meeting Claire when 
she came for an interview were 
greatly impressed with her friend¬ 
liness and enthusiasm. 

“We were very much looking 
forward to her joining as a member 
of our professional team and we are 
deeply saddened that this will not 
now be possible.” 

Her friend Gemma Parker, a 
Kingston University student, was a 
passenger in the car and suffered 
serious injuries. 

Miss Parker, who had just complet¬ 
ed a teacher training course in busi¬ 
ness studies, was released from 
Salisbury Hospital earlier this week. 

The head of the school of educa¬ 
tion at Kingston University Andy 
Hudson described her as an out¬ 
standing student. 

He said: “Gemma was one of the 
best students in our 2007/08 cohort 
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and is set to be a top-class teacher. 
Everyone at the school of education 
was shocked by the news of the 
accident and we wish her a speedy 
recovery” 

Miss Cordon and fiance Richard 
Paterson were due to get married in 
August and had recently bought 
their first home together in Epsom. 

Mr Paterson, 27, a geoscientist for 
an oil company, was still in intensive 
care in Salisbury Hospital as the 
Kingston Guardian went to press, 
but his condition was said to be 
improving. 

Friends unaware of Miss Cordon’s 
death had left him messages on so¬ 
cial networking site Facebook ask¬ 
ing him about plans for his stag do. 

Police in Salisbury have been 
investigating the collision, which 
happened when Miss Cordon lost 
control of her Peugeot, hit a lorry in 
front of it, then spun in the road 
before being hit by another HGV at 
9.10am. 

Miss Cordon was trapped and had 
to be cut out by firefighters and air¬ 
lifted to Salisbury Hospital, where 
she died shortly after. 

St Mary’s University College has 
paid tribute to their student, and is 
expected to let her graduate posthu¬ 
mously later this month. 

A spokesman said: “Prayers were 
said for Claire as soon as we heard 
the news and we can only assure her 
family, friends and loved ones of our 
thoughts and deepest sympathy at 
this extraordinarily difficult time.”

Police seize 
knife on bus 



Realising catwalk dream 


Falling asleep on a bus might 
usually only provoke a stern 
word or two from the bus driv¬ 
er at the end of the route. 

However, a Hounslow man 
who nodded off with a kitchen 
knife tucked into his trousers 
in Kingston had a rude awak¬ 
ening when he was woken up 
and arrested by police. 

Lewis Connolly, 19, from 
Wills Crescent, was arrested 
on a bus in Tolworth on June 
10, after police found the 15cm 
knife in his tracksuit bottoms. 

Police officers had been 
flagged down by the concerned 
bus driver who was worried 
about a man sleeping. 

When officers boarded the 
bus and tried to speak to the 
man, they noticed a “bulge” 
underneath his clothing 
where the knife had been 
concealed. 

Connolly was arrested as 
part of Kingston police’s drive 
to curb knife crime to conform 
with the Metropolitan Police 
initiative, Operation Blunt II. 

Operation Blunt is a pan- 
London knife crime initiative 
which aims to reduce the 
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number of knives on London’s 
streets. 

He appeared in Kingston 
Magistrates’ Court on June 24 
and pleaded guilty to possess¬ 
ing a knife. He was sentenced 
to 200 hours of community 
service and must pay £70 costs. 

Chief Inspector Cliff Law 
from Kingston police said: “If 
you carry a knife, you are like¬ 
ly to either use it or have it 
used on you. 

“We will not tolerate this in 
Kingston - if you are carrying 
weapons, you will be caught 
and you will be charged. This 
is a standpoint we will not tire 
from enforcing.”

Dad hit autistic son 
with jack nine times 


A Chessington dad has been 
sentenced to six years in 
prison after trying to kill his 
autistic son before dousing 
him in diesel. 

The 47-year-old man 
strapped his two children, 
aged five and six, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
into a car and drove to a re¬ 
mote country lane in Dorking 
in April last year. 

There he doused them in 
diesel and hit the eldest boy 
with a car jack nine times, but 
did not go through with set¬ 
ting them both on fire. 

The jury heard the man, who 
also cannot be identified, 
flagged down a passerby and 
said: “You’ve got to come, I’ve 
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hurt one of my kids. I have 
tried to commit suicide”. 

The driver got out and found 
the boys in the abandoned car, 
where he described seeing an 
“awful lot of blood”. 

On the night of the attack, 
the boys’ mum told her hus¬ 
band she “hated him and 
didn’t want to be with him”. 

The man denied two counts 
of attempted murder. 

He was cleared of trying to 
kill his younger son but was 
found guilty of attempting to 
murder the older brother. 

During the trial, his defence 
lawyer said he was a loving fa¬ 


ther who came to his senses 
before it was too late. 

Sentencing him on Thursday, 
June 26, Judge Samuel Wiggs 
described it as a “tragedy of 
the greatest magnitude”. 

Judge Wiggs said both the 
man and his wife had suffered 
mental health problems as 
well as having to look after 
their disabled sons. 

He said the man was “an ex¬ 
tremely caring father” who 
was at the end of his tether. 

A spokesman for Surrey Po¬ 
lice, which investigated the 
case, said: “The circumstances 
surrounding this incident 
made it a tragic case for all 
those involved, in particular 
the two young victims.” 


Bus killed 
pensioner 

A 77-year-old woman died after 
being hit by a bus in Surbiton, 
an inquest heard last week. 
Pensioner Nora Mullin died on 
February 7, 2007, and the ver¬ 
dict, “the deceased was a vic¬ 
tim of a road collision”, was 
recorded at West London Coro¬ 
ner’s Court on June 24.

Surbiton Martial Arts Academy is to 
train people how to avoid getting 
stabbed in a knife attack. 

The inspiration for the self-defence de¬ 
fence lessons came from watching the 
“epidemic” of knife crime across the 
capital. 

Instructor Hollie Phillips said: “We 
will teach people how to avoid a knife 
attack, certain moves that we do to 
avoid being stabbed, moving around the 
knife and things you can use to defend 
yourself. 

“We use a rubber knife and give them 
a certificate to say they have done the 
course. 

“If more people know how to handle 
themselves they won’t come under pres¬ 
sure to have a knife and they can take it 
out in martial arts.” 

There have been 14 knife attacks in 
the past six months in the borough of

You might think we are yanking 
your chain but it is all cisterns go 
for a unique art exhibition which 
plumbs in great depth the 
exquisite designs of toilet signs 
from across the globe. 

Artist Melanie Warner’s Bog 
Standard Gallery will arrive at 
the world-renowned Toilet 
Gallery on Thursday, inside a 
converted portable loo with an 
oak floor. 

The 23-year-old has pho¬ 
tographed signs for lavatories, 
dunnies, WCs and khazis as far 
afield as Africa and the Middle 
East. 

On her quest to find the perfect 
latrine sign, she has been privy to 
everything from tribal-style 
wooden images, a pink Marilyn 
Monroe with her skirt blowing up 
and signs for the blind scratched 
in braille. 

The Manchester Metropolitan 
University graduate, who got a 
first class honours degree on the 
subject of toilet design, admits 
her choice of art is a little bit 
potty. 

Melanie said: “In more religious 
places the skirt on the woman 
was much more noticeably 
longer. In Israel, which is thought 
of as being a very relaxed place 
with everything casual, the toilet 
designs would have their hands 
on their hips and wearing shorts. 

“It is very noticeable in England 
that they stand bolt upright with 
their hands at their side.” 

Her work, which has already 
been seen by 50,000 visitors, will 
be exhibited at the gallery in

Alert boxes helping 
traders to stay safe 


Shopkeepers in Tolworth Broad¬ 
way have been given a helping 
hand by Kingston police.

A robbery a day in May 


An unemployed man has admitted 
hiding cannabis down his sock, but 
has told a court he found it in the 
street. 

David Parsons, 30, was caught by 
police at about 6.30pm on June 16 
after they smelled drugs in his Mer¬ 
cedes, Kingston Magistrates’ Court 
heard on Thursday, June 26. 

He was searched by an officer who 
found a wrap of cannabis down his 
sock, only for Parsons to claim he 
had stumbled across the class C drug 
on the side of the road. 

Speaking on his own behalf, Par¬ 
sons, who told the court he was 
booked off work for life but was 
training to be a football coach, said:

As I saw 
the officer looking in the window of 
the car I did try and put it down my 
sock. 

“I do want to give it up.” 

Parsons from Springfield Place, 
New Malden, was given a 12 month 
conditional discharge by the court, 
and ordered to pay £35 costs.

There was almost one robbery 
every day in Kingston in May, 
according to latest crime fig¬ 
ures. 

The 29 robberies have meant 
a 50 per cent increase on the 19 
in May last year - with all but 
two of them targeting individ¬ 
uals, rather than businesses. 

The number of racist crimes 
also increased from 18 to 19 
and homophobic crimes rose 
from none to three, compared 
with May 2007. 


Assaults and other violent 
crimes increased to almost 
eight every day, rising from 228 
to 244, and reported rapes rose 
from three to seven. 

But on the whole, the number 
of reported crimes across the 
borough was down from 1,214 
to 1,044 compared with the 
same month last year. 

Burglaries, car crime, domes¬ 
tic crime and other sexual as¬ 
saults all dropped compared 
with May 2007.

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DIANA PILKINGTON reports on how approaches to mental health care have improved over the years 


A change for the better 


On July 5,1948, the new Nation¬ 
al Health Service was launched, 
promising free medical, dental 
and nursing care to everyone, 
rich or poor. 

Founded at a time of post-war 
hardship, austerity and recon¬ 
struction, the inauguration of 
the NHS was a huge break¬ 
through in the provision of 
healthcare for all. But in the 
field of mental health, some of 
the ways NHS patients were 
treated in the early days would 
surprise and shock us now. 

Patients were described as 
“stupid“, “weak-minded”, “fee¬ 
ble”, “backward”, “trouble¬ 
some” and “unemployable”. 

Notes were full of opinions 
and derogatory comments, such 
as “He smokes too much”; “Wife 
is a placid full-faced rather 
stout woman, and spoke as if 
genuinely attached to patient”. 

Drugs were mostly ineffective 
and in some cases dangerous. 
Injections would be given to 
keep patients quiet or to induce 
fits or coma. 

Talking therapies, so fashion¬ 
able now, were mostly restricted 
to the private practice of a few 
Freudian-trained analysts. Peo¬ 
ple with learning disabilities 
were called “simple” and insti¬ 
tutionalised without treatment. 

The physical health of in¬ 
mates, as patients were called, 
was often neglected and as a re¬ 
sult they died at an early age. 

Now, more than three-quar¬ 
ters of psychiatric patients are

treated as outpatients or in the 
community, but in 1948 the ma¬ 
jority were kept in hospital. 

The notion of home treatment 
was confined to the elite. 

In the intervening years, the 
concept of diagnosis has be¬ 
come more sophisticated and 
internationalised. The Interna¬ 
tional Classification of Dis¬ 
eases, produced by the World 
Health Organisation, provides 
precise, operationally-defined 
definitions of the science and 
symptoms of mental disorder. 

Paradoxically, the number of 
people referred to mental 
health services has risen enor¬ 
mously, despite the dramatic 
fall in the number of beds in 
psychiatric hospitals from 
about 100,000 in 1948 to just 
28,000 today 

A report by mental health 
charity Mind shows that six 
times more people were re¬ 
ferred to psychiatric services in 
an average year in the 1990s as 
were in 1946, just before the 
NHS was founded. 

But of those who do get admit¬ 
ted to hospital, their length of 
stay today is measured in days 
rather than years.

Arthur, 14 
Status: Voluntary 
Diagnosis: Dementia prae-

Treatment: Care in 

Springfield 

Dementia praecox is the 
old-fashioned name for 
schizophrenia. This boy 
had been described by his 
mother as “different” 
from other children so 
was referred for help 
when he was five. 

His parents were told he 
was simply “spoilt” as he 
was an only child. On ad¬ 
vice, they had another 
baby. But Arthur’s be¬ 
haviour did not improve. 
His mother said she was 
“worn out with the strain 
of dealing with him”. 

She sought help because 
of his “impulsive, aggres¬ 
sive behaviour”. 

“He never liked the baby. 
From when he was born a 
change seemed to come 
over him,” the mother 


said. The referring psychi¬ 
atrist added: “The boy is a 
danger to both himself 
and others and since there 
is little prospect of a cure 
I am wondering if you 
would be willing to take 
steps to have him certified 
and placed in an institu¬ 
tion. 

“His mother thinks it 
would be better to leave 
the boy without visits 
from home.” 

Arthur was admitted to 
Springfield Mental Hospi¬ 
tal’s Wing for Idiot Chil¬ 
dren and discharged 14 
months later “after losing 
his psychotic symptoms”. 

Today: 

Dr Dan Hayes says: “This 
boy did not have 
schizophrenia. He almost 
certainly had an autistic 
spectrum disorder or As¬ 
perger’s syndrome, possi¬ 
bly complicated by 
Attention Deficit Hyperac¬ 
tivity Disorder or 
Tourette’s syndrome. 

“He isolated himself 
from other children, was 
obsessional and ritualis¬ 
tic, injured himself and 
never had pretend play.” 


Case study two

George, 25 
Status: Voluntary 
Diagnosis: Mania 

Treatment: No treatment, just care 
in Springfield 

This patient is described as “eu¬ 
phoric - he is very talkative and has 
exaggerated ideas. He said it was an 
ordinary thing for a man to climb a 
lamppost in the street. ” 


Today: 

Dr Al-Yassiri says: “Today this pa¬ 
tient would be diagnosed as having 
bipolar disorder. This is a disorder 
that causes unusual shifts in a per¬ 
son’s mood and energy.”

Putting brakes 
on bike thefts 


Kingston cyclists worried about hav¬ 
ing their bike stolen can breathe a lit¬ 
tle easier, after the town dropped from 
top spot to 24th in a national league 
table for cycle thefts. 

Despite the report suggesting a bike 
is stolen every 65 seconds on average 
across the country, instances of the 
crime in Kingston have reduced dra¬ 
matically since Halifax home insur¬ 
ance named it the country’s bike theft 
capital in 2005. 

People pedalling to the outskirts of 
the borough need still beware, howev¬ 
er, as Richmond came second in the 
study for the most number of claims 
made per policy holder in each area. 

A spokeswoman for Kingston police 
said 14 arrests had been made since 
the turn of the year, one of a man de¬ 
scribed as a “professional bike thief”, 
and said bicycles parked in racks 
were most at risk even when locked

up. Notable arrests include prolific 
thief Mohamed Bentboha, 51, who 
was imprisoned for two months after 
being arrested for stealing a high- 
value bike in May. 

Bentboha’s recent jailing came 
nearly two years after he was sen¬ 
tenced in June 2006 to a year in jail for 
a similar crime. He was also recom¬ 
mended for deportation to Algeria at 
the end of his sentence. 

Jon Fray, from the Kingston Cycle 
Campaign, said: “We know it’s an on¬ 
going problem in Kingston, not only 
theft but also vandalism, and we’ve 
noticed that people steal parts as well 
to combine them into a new bike. 
We’d recommend people use a good 
lock, and lock the whole bike rather 
than just the wheel.”

Cars would have to join the Ben- 
talls car park queue before veering 
off to the new flats and hotel, he 
said, and hotel guests would block 
shoppers’ parking spaces. 

But cross-examining him on be¬ 
half of NHP, Nathalie Lieven QC 
said: “Actually, although it may feel 
longer to Kingstonians, Seven 
Kings is five minutes away”

A plan by 18 NHS trusts to cut 
energy costs by £7m each year 
and collectively reduce their 
carbon footprint by 60,000 
tonnes has gained support from 
South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health NHS 
Trust (SWLSTG). 

The trust, which covers 
Kingston, has joined phase 
three of the Carbon Trust’s 
NHS carbon management pro¬ 
gramme, which was launched 
last month. 

Under the programme, trusts 
are expected to assess the risks 
and opportunities posed by 


climate change and develop a 
strategy to reduce their carbon 
emissions over a five to 10-year 
period. 

Such measures may include 
improving roof insulation, 
replacing boilers, installing 
better heating and automatic 
lighting controls. 

Rex Cassidy, head of facilities 
at SWLSTG, said: “Through 
working in close partnership 
with the Carbon Trust, we will 
establish an energy strategy 
and identify a set of practical 
actions that will help us to save 
cash and carbon. 


“We are looking forward to re¬ 
ducing our energy bills, cutting 
our carbon footprint and help¬ 
ing to combat climate change.” 

The NHS in England currently 
emits about 3.7m tonnes of 
carbon dioxide every year from 
its buildings alone and must cut 
this by 15 per cent by 2010 
to meet Department of Health 
targets.

It is quite a speedy medium and 
because all my work is painted out¬ 
side, in front of the subject, acrylic 
suits this way of working because 
it dries quickly. 


What subjects do you like to 
paint? 

Places. I started out with allot¬ 
ments in south-east London be¬ 
cause it was the closest I could get 
to open land in the capital so I 
worked on sites in Dulwich and 
Peckham.

The Balham-based guitarist 
and singer, now 68, was part of 
the original singer-songwriter 
explosion in the 60s and has 
quietly got 20-odd albums 
under his belt, while Eric and 
Rod etc have taken his ideas 
and forked off to LA. Well, at 
least they credit their source 
in interviews. 

These days, Wizz (real name 
Raymond, and no, his nick¬ 
name is not narcotics-related) 
treats local music fans to week¬ 
ly gigs at Tooting’s Selkirk 
pub, often with son Simeon. 

But Wizz doesn’t live in 
regret. Not anymore, anyway: 
“I regretted my own laziness at 


one point -1 think I had been 
frightened to fail - because I 
had never pricked the public 
consiousness. I think you need 
to have made your mark when 
you are young, that gives you a 
status, a push. 

“It was in my 40s, I had a 
chip on my shoulder, I wanted 
to be a guitar player like Eric - 
he did what I’d been doing and 
really moved it on, Rod [who 
Wizz busked with around 
Europe in 1967] did something 
similar and wrote some really 
good acoustic stuff. 

“But, when I got to my 50s, I 


realised what I do is all 
right, you know, I really enjoy 
it.” 

That Wizz can dip into folk, 
blues and songwriting means 
he has evaded pigeon-holing - 
which is crucial to success - 
but the wider world’s loss is 
London’s gain, where he plays 
with his eldest son, Simeon. So 
is he a chip off the old block? 

“He’s a joy to work with!” 
says Wizz, all fatherly and 
proud, “he gives you that extra 
push and plays blues harmoni¬ 
ca and flute as well as the tenor 
sax and has fantastic tone. 


“We do have a similar style - 
he says he doesn’t quite know 
what he’s going to do and just 
goes for it and that sums up 
how I play.” 

You can’t argue with the 
results though, despite the 
unorthodox approach. And, if 
you catch Wizz in one of his 
arts centre gigs, you even get 
Howard Marks-style anecdotes 
about his myriad adventures.

Old Etonians: The last amateur team 
to win the FA Cup in 1881-82 season, 
having previously won it in 1878-79. Old 
Estonians’ were also FA Cup runners- 
up on four other occasions. At their 
peak, Old Estonians’ were a force to be 
reckoned with, and could boast players 


such as AF Kinnaird who appeared in 
nine of the first XI FA Cup finals for var¬ 
ious clubs. OEs are currently members 
of the Arthurian League. 

Royal Engineers: Appeared in four FA 
Cup finals during the 1870s winning the 
cup once in 1874-75 season. The club 
can boast having had six players select¬ 
ed for the full England team and are 
based in Chatham. 

The tournament is being held 
at Casuals’ King Georges Field 
Ground in Tolworth on Sunday, 
August 3.
